1885, when it was practically abrogated 


Gradually the United States/fleparted 


from the wise policy of discrimination 
Treaties were made with nearly all the 
other maritime nations In which it was 
provided that the discriminating duty 
should not be;, .imposed except wherje 
the aamft" aiserlmlnation' was imposed 
upon vessels of the United.States. Tin 
tonnage of American .ships, howevei 
continued to increase until' the yea 
1857,
